§ 1.56 Duty lo disclose information material to patentability. 

(a) A patent by its very nature is affected with a public interest. The public interest is best served, and 
the most effective patent examination occurs 1 ; when, at the time an application is being examined, the Office is aware of 
and evaluates the teachings of all information material to patentability. Each individual associated with the Filing and 
prosecution of a patent application has a duty of candor and good faith in dealing widi the Office, which includes a duty 
to disclose to the Office all information known to that individual to be material to patentability as defined in this section.

U.S. Government has certain rights in the invention. 

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

20 Estrogen is a generic term for steroid compounds that are formed in the 

ovary, the testis, and possibly the adrenal cortex. Examples of estrogens and 
compounds having estrogen activity include dieihylstilbestrol, fosfestroi, 
hexestrol, polyestradiol phosphate, broparoestrol, chlorotrianisene, dienestrol, 
diethylstilbeslrol, methestrol, colpormon, equilenin, equilin, estradiol, estriol, 

25 estrone, ethinyl estradiol, mestranoU mexestrol, quinestradiol and quinestrol. 

Estrogens regulale diverse physiological processes in reproductive tissues and in 
mammary, cardiovascular, bone, liver, and brain tissues. Estrogens are also 
used in oral contraceptives. Other uses for estrogens include the relief of the 
discomforts of menopause, inhibition of lactation, and treatment of 

30 osteoporosis, threatened abortion, and various functional ovarian disorders. 
Anti-estrogens are used to treat metastatic breast carcinoma and advanced 
prostate cancer.
